Negro Burglar Captured

Night Policeman Cleve Rushing, 
while seated on a bench at the 
Wiley Blair store corner, saw a 
man come around the Miller ga- 
rage corner and dodge into the 
Patrick & Jones store doorway. 
Arriving at the store, Officer Rush- 
ing found that the front door had 
been prized open with a tire tool 
and the thief was inside busily en- 
paged in selecting his loot. The 
negro had a large sack and had 
trimmed up a large site of meat 
and had laid out a sack of flour. 

When the officer interrupted his 
activities, “Sonny Boy” attempted 
to escape, but was halted by a shot 
which barely missed him. When 
Officer Rushing took hold of the 
culprit the latter tried to break 
away, but was subdued by a blow 
on the head with the officer's pis- 
tol. “Sonny Boy” was landed in 
the county jail, where he awaits 
the action of the circuit court, A 
flashlight which was stolen from 
the Peoples Drug Store a few days 
before was found in “Sonny Boy’s” 
possession, In that burglary .a 
searchlight, box of cigars and 
something over a dollar in change 
was taken. As there was no indi- 
cation of any forced entrance, it 
was supposed that the burglar was 
locked up in the store at closing 
time. The Patrick & Jones store 
was also robbed of what change 
was in the cash register a few 
weeks previously, probably in the 
same way.

SEED PLOT TRIAL IS 


ADJOURNED AFTER 


DOTHAN, Ala., July 2.—AIl but 
one of cight defendants charged 
with conspiracy to violate the Ied- 
eral seed loan act pleaded guilty 
in Federal Court here today and 
disposition was made of more than 
a dozen other cases arising from 
indictments in connection with 
seed loan irregularities, 

J. Henry Witherington, county 
farm demonstration agent, entered 
a plea of guilty to the conspiracy 
charge this afternoon after Warl 
Hammond, W. W. Rollins, Shell 
F. Trawick, W. W. Wofford, R. 
Leo Espy and C. C, McArthur, co- 
defendants, had made pleas during 
the morning and accepted sentenc- 
es and fines. 


Witherington, who yesterday 
was sentenced to four years in the 
Federal penitentiary on a plea of 
guilty to two counts of fraud in- 
volving seed loans, received a two- 
years sentence from Judge C. B. 
Kennamer of his conspiracy plea, 
the terms to run concurrently. Sev- 
eral other charges against the 
county agent remain to be dis- 
posed of. 

J. Norton Mullins, circuit solici- 
tor who was reported away on a 
vacation, is the only one of the 
eight defendants not to plead guil- 
ty and Judge Kennamer announc- 
ed he would be brought to trial a 
third time this Fall, Two previous 
trials of the eight men resulted in 
deadlocked juries, Mullins also is 
a defendant in two other conspira- 
cy cases with Witherington. 

Judge Kennamer sentenced 
Hammond, whose trial on a per- 
jury charge was declared a mis- 
trial Wednesday, to a year and a 
day in Atlanta Pederal Prison, but 
abated a one-year jail sentence for 
contempt of court. McArthur drew 
a 15-month sentence, Hspy was fin- 
ed $250, given a three years sus- 
pended sentence and placed on pro- 
batioh five years and Rollins, Wof+ 
ford and Trawick received three- 
year suspended sentences and 
were placed on probation five 
years. 

A conspiracy charge against 
Witherington’s father, J. Bd With- 
erington, was nolle prossed. Wil- 
liam B. Jeffries, former Houston 
County tax collector, pleaded guil- 
ty to seed loan fraud and was sent- 
enced to 13 months in prison, He 
faces additional charges contained 
in a half dozen other indictments. 
Jeffries was placed under bond of 
$2,000 until he begins his sentence 


November 1. 

W. J. Bell, of Dothan, who took 
a nolle contendere, on a charge of 
fraud in obtaining a seed loan, 
was fined $300. Joe Whaley, Do- 
than, was sentenced to 60 days in 
the county jail for violating the 
seed loan act and Coy Thompson, 
farmer, was given a similar sent- 
ence on a plea of guilty to the 
same charge. Charles O, Mead- 
ows uiso pleaded guilty to a charge 
of violating the seed loan act and 
was fined $200, Several other seed 
loan defendants were expected to 
plead guilty later, 

More than 60 persons were in- 
dicted by a Federal Grand Jury 
on evidence produced by Govern- 
ment agents investigating alleged 
conspiracies and frauds in connec- 
tion with seed loans. 

Thomas L. Hutchings, former 
Government seed loan collector 
who pleaded guilty to charges of 
conspiracy and embezzlement of 
part of his collections, was the 
Government’s chief witness against 
the eight men in the conspiracy 
case. 

Five more persons later pleaded 
guilty to seed loan charges and 
each received a 15-month suspend- 
ed penitentiary sentence, a 60-day 
jail sentence and a five-year pro- 
bation period. They were Beach 
Bruner, Cleve Bruner, H. E. Dees, 
CG. W. King and W. Jeff King, all 
Houston County farmers, 

Several seed loan cases were 
nolle prossed and court then was 
adjourned until the Fall term.

County Agent Ray Gives 
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Figures On W. Legumes 


During the last 6 years what 
few farmers of Coffee County who 
did plant winter legumes have in- 
creased their production of corn 
by 46,400 bushels, or an average 
of 7,700 bushels per year, It is 
now estimated that the 1982 in- 
creage due to winter legumes will 
be 8,000 bushels. These figures 
were furnished by County Agent 
W. M. Ray, who said in presenting 
these figures that this increase in 
total production has been worth, 
on an average for these past 6 
years, about $1.00 per bushel, or 
a total of $46,400 to date, He fig 
ured the 1932 inerease at 40 cents 
per bushel, or $8,200 for the 
county. 

Mr, Ray explained that, as an 
average, a good crop of Austrian 
peas has inereased the yield of 
corn by 20 bushels per acre, He 
says it is the best way he knows 
for Coffee County farmers to en- 
rich their land to the extent of 
making profitable yields of corn. 

Yields are increased by winter 
legumes because they add nitrogen 
and humus. Where a good crop 
is plowed under it is not necessady 
is plowed under it is not necess 
to buy any nitrogen for either cot- 
ton or corn, thus eliminating this 
expense, which is half of the fer- 
tilizer bill. In addition much yalu- 
able humus is added. 

Without winter légumes, Mr. 
Ray said, the average farmer in 
Coffee County will plant 80 acres 
of corn if he produces enough for 
his farm needs, By planting win- 
ter legume seed in the fall and 
plowing the crop under in the 
spring he can make enough corn 
on half the acreage. Advantages 
here are apparent, 

With these objectives in view, 
Mr. Ray is urging farmers to get 
ready for planting Austrian peas 
this fall, the time to plant being 
from September 15 to October 15. 
Seed should be ordered and ar- 
rangements made for fertilizer if 
the farmer is to be ready to get 
them when the time comes. Basic 
slag, a by-product of the steel in- 
dustry of Birmingham, is the best 
fertilizer for winter legumes.

The old wooden bridge over 
To-Mile creek on the Elba- 
Kinston road is being replaced by 
a substantial new one. This bridge 
was washed out of place during the 
flood of 1929, It was put back in 
place and repaired but has been 
in a more or less dilapidated con- 
dition ever since. In recent weeks 
the old bridge was getting really 
dangerous. This is a much-trav- 
eled thoroughfare and the many 
people who use this bridge will 
vreatly appreciate the new struc- 
ture.

COLORED WOMAN)’ 


DIED FRIDAY MORN- 
ING OF PISTOL SHOT 


Ethel Williams, negro woman, 
aged about 20 years, who was shot 


above the heart last Wednesday 
afternoon by her estranged hus- 
band, Ed. Williams, died Friday 
morning and was buried in Ever- 


green Cemetery the same after- 
noon. The husband attempted to 
kill himself but the bullet only 
prazed the side of his head and he 
is languishing in the county jail, 
charged with wife-murder, 

It is said that Williams and his 
wife had been separated for a few 
days previous to the shooting and 
that he had warned her that if she 
did not return to him by Wednes- 
day that he would kill her, Luke 
Simmons, colored porter at the 
People’s Drug Store, states that 
the couple had been quarreling at 
his home during the noon hour. 
He and Williams then came to 
town tovether, the Williams woman 
catching up with and passing them 
on their way to town. ‘The couple 
met at Alto Jeter’s store (colored) 
and Williams told his wife he want- 
ed her to go with him, which she 
did. They took quite a long stroll 
together, finally stopping in front 
of the colored Baptist Church. 
There the quarrel continued. Wil- 
liams is said to have started to 
walk away and then returned and 
fired a shot which struck his wife 
just above the heart. She ran to 
the Simmons home before falling. 
Medical aid wags called, but little 
hope for her recovery was enter- 
tained, 

After shooting his wife, Williams 
turned the pistol upon himself, 
but the bullet made only a slight 
wound, as before stated. Williams 
is well known in Elba. He was 
employed as cook at the C. E. Dor- 
sey home and his wife was also 
employed there a part of the time.

Alabama Editors To 
Urge More Livestock 

AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama edi- 
tors, at their recent convention in 
Montgomery, declared themselves 
as being in fayor of improvement 
and enlargement of livestock farm- 
ing in Alabama. They made this 
one of their major projects in 
1932. 

In line with this, county agents 
and extension service representa- 
tives of Auburn expect to press 
forward with their livestock devel- 
opment work, realizing that the 
movement will be augmented by 
the power of the press. The plan 
provides for improving and in- 
creasing dairying, hogs, poultry, 
beef cattle, and, in come sections, 
sheep, 

Preparatory to inereasing the 
livestock industry and improving 
the net returns from it, emphasis 
is now being placed upon planting 
of winter legume seed this fall. 
Legumes enrich land so that farm- 
ers can make feed for livestock. 
This is fundamental, in view of 
the fact that livestock are feed on 
foot; and livestock products, such 
as milk and eggs, are produced 
from feed. 

Alabama farmers have found by 
experience that the yield of corn 
is frequently inereased 15 to 25 
bushels per acre as a result of 
plowing under one crop of either 
hairy veteh or Austrian peas, An- 
other way of stating it is that ont 
crop of either of these winter le- 
eumes generally doubles the yield 
of corn compared to what it would 
have been. This means that corn 
is available for feed. 

Farmers who have tried winter 
legumes (hairy vetch and Austrian 
peas) declare that they are the 
best way now known for enriching 
their lands for corn, cotton, and 
other crops. Winter legumes are 
good for spring grazing as well as 
for hay when planted with oats.

GOV. MILLER CALLS EX- 
TRA SESSION OF LEGIS-|..""®: 
LATURE, AUGUST 16TH 


Gov, B. M. Miller late Thursday 
issued a proclamation on calling 
the Alabama legislature into spe- 
cial session on ‘Tuesday, August 16, 
to enact new revenue measures, 
reduce salaries and appropriations 
and to provide for payment of all 
outstanding state warrants. 

The proclamation follows: 

Whereas, a large umount is due 
to the educational department of 
the state of Alabama and in many 
counties the salaries of the teach- 
ers ave delinquent for months, and 
these salaries should be paid and 
eannot now be paid from present 
revenue, and 

Whereas, the present appropria- 
tions are much in excess of the 
amount whieh will be collected and 
can be paid by the state under its 
present appropriation and revenue 
statutes; and 

Whereas, the state is going fur- 
ther into debt each month and will 
continue to do go until its budget 
is balanced because the appropria- 
tions exceed the income; and 

Whereas, it is clu@r and evident 
that the executive and the legis- 
lators see and fully appreciate the 
financial condition of the state 
and its needs, and are ready’ to 
remedy it as far as it is practicable 
and possible; 

Therefore, it is my opinion that 
an emergency exists requiring the 
action of the legislature of Ala- 
bama concerning the matters here- 
inafter specifically mentioned; 

Now, therefore, I, B. M. Miller, 
governor of the state of Alabama, 
do hereby call an extraordinary 
session of the legislature to con- 
yene at the capitol in the senate 
chamber and in the hall of the 
house of representatives, on Tues- 
day, the sixteenth day of August, 
1932, at 12 o’clock noon, and I do 
hereby designate the following sub- 
jects and matters as those con- 
cerning which action of the legisla- 
ture is deemed necessary, namely: 

1. To provide for the payment of 
all of the current debts of the 
state of Alabama and of appropria- 
tions past due by submitting to the 
qualified electors of the state of 
Alabama an amendment to the con- 
stitution providing for a bond is- 
sue to pay them, or to provide for 
such payment by such other meth- 
od ag to the legislature may seem 
best. 

2. To submit to the qualified 
electors of the state of Alabama 
an amendment to the constitution 
authorizing the legislature to levy 
an income tax for the calendar 
year, 1932, and for each subse- 
quent year. 

3. To provide for an income tax 
to become effective when the con- 


stitutional amendment above 
provided for is adopted by the 
people. 


4, To provide for the reduction 
of the expense of government by 
eliminating or combining any of- 
fices or jobs where such elimina- 
tion or combination can be made 
without serious injury, and to pro- 
vide for the reduction of salaries, 
fees and compensation of officers 
and employes of the state where 
such reduction can und should, in 
the judgment of the legislature, 
be made. 

5. To provide for balancing the 
budget of the state by making such 
reductions in expense of govern- 
ment as can be made, by reducing 
appropriations and by raising such 
additional revenue ag to the legis- 
lature may seem proper and nec- 
essary. 

6. To provide for the enactment 
of such revenue producing meas- 
ures of any kind as to the legis- 
lature may seem proper, to meet 
the present emergency and to pro- 
vide for the payment of debts and 
for the balancing of the budget of 
the state, and for continuing the 
schools of the state. 

7. To provide for taxing the cap- 
ital stock of national banks and in 
order to effect that taxation legal- 
ly, to repeal any exemptions from 
taxation of any person, firm or cor- 
poration or to pass any act or acts 
which may seem necessary. 

8. To provide for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of public 
roads in the state. To provide funds 
for matching federal aid for build- 
ing roads and to enact any legis- 
lation necessary for the proper 
building and maintenance of pub- 
lie roads in the state. 

9, Tu provide for working son- 
viects on the public roads of the 
state; to provide for the erection 
of permanent or temporary road 
camps for convicts, and to provide 
for securing the revenue for these 
purposes. 

10. To amend any statutes or 
laws giving any portion of the gas- 
oline tax to counties and to provide 
that all, or any portion, of the gas- 
oline tax which is now given to 
the counties may go to the state 
for building and maintaining 
roads and for working convicts on 
roads. 

11, To provide that any county 
or municipality in the state may 
directly contribute of its public 
funds for the relief of unemploy- 
ment, or for taking care of the un- 
employed and the destitute, in any

ESTIMATE OF THIS 
YRS COTTON CROP 


NEW ORLWANS, Aug. 8.--Cot- 
ton jumped $2.50 a bale on the 
market here today following re- 
ccipt of the government estimate 
of an indieated yield of 11,806,000 
bales, which was decidedly smaller 
than traders had expeeted, 

The market promptly advanced 
46 to 50 points when trading was 
resumed, October sold ag high as 
6.92, December 7.06 and January 
7.16, This vepresented an ad- 
vance over Saturday's close of 72 
to 76 points or nearly $4 a bale. 

Trading continued extremely ac- 
tive during the morning. 


UNDER EXPECTATIONS 

WASHINGTON, Aug, &.—Cot- 
ton production this year was esti- 
mated today by the department of 
agriculture in its first forecast of 
the season at 11,806,000 bales of 
500 pounds gross weight, as com- 
pared with 17,096,000 bales ginned 
last year, 

Alabama’s crop condition was 
placed at 59 per cent of normal 
with indicated production of 950,- 
000 bales. 

The forecast was based on the 
condition of the crop August, 1 
which was 65.6 per cent of a nor- 
mal, compared with 74.9 a year ago 
and 66.4, the 10-year average, 

The indicated yield of lint cot- 
ton was announced as 149.6 pounds 
per acre, as compared with 201.2 
pounds last year and 151.4 pounds, 
the 10-year average. 

The gstimated total production 
was determined by application of 
the indicated acre yield to the 
acreage in cultivation July 1, which 
was 37,190,000 aeres, less the 10- 
year average abandonment in each 


acreage, after deduction of tle av- 
erage state abandonment, is placed 
at 36,151,000 by the department. 
The acreage this year is the small- 
est planted since 1922. 

The census bureau announced 
today in its first ginning report of 
the season that 70,975 running 
bales, counting round as half bales 
and exeluding linters, had been 
ginned prior to August 1 compar- 
ed with 7,307 for 1931 and 78,188 
for 1930.

stuff on good land on the number 
of acres they can cultivate with 
their livestock and have time and 
land left to grow some cash crops. 

But farmers on poor land find it 
impossible to cultivate sufficient 
acres to make enough corn and 
hay to supply the farm and still 
have time for cash crops. Conse- 
quently, feed must be bought or 
else the livestock goes hungry. 

A two-horse farm will have the 
following livestock: 2 mules, 2 
milk cows, 4 hogs, 50 chickens. 
For this amount of livestock and 
for home use approximately 300 
bushels of corn and 8 tons of hay 
will be needed. 

How many acres will be needed 
to make 300 bushels of corn and 
8 tons of hay? This depends on 
the kind of land being cultivated. 
Thirty acres in corn and 16 acres 
in hay or a total of 46 acres 
would be required on land averag- 
ing 10 bushels of corn per acre. 
Fifteen acres in corn and 8 acres 
in hay, or a total of 23 acres, would 
be required on land averaging 20 
bushels of corn per acre. Ten acres 
in corn and 6 acres in hay, or a 
total of 16 acres, would be re- 
quired on land making 30 bushels 
of cprn per acre. 

Only seven and one-half acres 
in corn and 4 acers in hay or a 
total of 1134 acres would be re- 
quired on land making 40 bushels 
of corn per acre, 

I know some farmers in Coffee 
County who have increased their 
yield from the lowest figure men- 
tioned above to the highest this 
year by the use of Austrian win- 
ter peas. Why more farmers do 
not do the same thing is an un- 
solved mystery. 

If every farmer would sow one 
sack of peas this fall to every mule 
he operates it would mean that he 
would be sowing three acres to 
the mule. Taking the last census 
as a basis, we would have 6,000 
head of workstock to sow peas for. 
That would mean that Coffee Coun- 
ty farmers would sow 18,000 acres 
to peas this fall. On an average 
we would expect an increase of 
20 bushels of corn per acre or & 
total increase of 860,000 bushels 
increase on the 18,000 acres sow- 
ed to peas, At 40c per bushel this 
would be worth $144,000.00, 

I’m going to suggest that we or- 
ganize a “sack to the mule club” 
this year. Won't you join? It is 
the surest farm relief yet known.

Power Company Gives Text 
Of New Electrical Tax Act 


On page two of today’s paper 
will be found an advertisement 
from the Alabama Utilties Com- 
pany quoting a section from the 
Revenue Act of 1932, levying the 
federal tax which is now payable 
on bills for electrical energy. The 
company is publishing this informa- 
tion for the benefit of users of 
electricity throughout this section. 
Many consumers are of the opin- 
ion that this tax should be paid 
by the power companies, however, 
after reading the Act it will be 
that this tax was levied 
against consumers and not the 
companies furnishing the electrical 
energy. 

Every user of electricity should 
read the advertisement in an ef- 
fort to thoroughly understand the 
situation. The amount of the tax 
is stamped on every bill sent out 
by the company and should the 
consumer fail to pay this tax, the 
company will necessarily have to 
report the matter to the Collector 
of Internal Revenue. As we un- 
derstand the reading, the company 
eannot force the collection of the 
tax, but will only report those who 
do not pay it.
